From here the rob- 
bera drilled a hole through the Inner 
door large enough to reach through 
and turn tho catch lock to open the 
door. 

The clothing was carried out the rear 
door and through tho alloy out to the 
car. 

Night ^V;atchnmn Thompson said he 
saw the . largo car parked on tho 
street, but at the time did not give 
tho Incident much attention, but after 
aeoing the men get Into the car and 
drive south, ho started to Investigate^ 
After nnding the window up and the 
door drilled, he notified Klass, but It 
■was then too late to take action. 

A telephone mosango waa forward- 
ed Immediately to Waukegan police 
authoritloa and Sheriff Ed. Ahlatrom 
nnd Police Officer John Metz started 
to meet tho robber machine, and 
■while dashing west on Bolvldoro road 
headed straight into an approaching 
train on tho Northweatern lino at Wll- 
aon station. Realizing their fate, tho 
brakCB were applied quickly, but as 
tho machine was going at such a tor* 
rinc rate it would ho Irapoaslble to 
halt tho car, so Ablstrom swung the 
car Into tho ditch. Both occupants 
wore slightly bruised, but ablo' to 
journey in search of tho robbers, 
which proved futile. 

Tho robbers evidently were not af- 
ter money for tho saCo was not 
touched, although it was open and 
contained three valuable diamond 
rings and about thirty dcliars In cash.

CAN EAT REINDEER MEAT 
Reindeer meat may occasionally be 
' purcha.sed in some of the larger mar- 
kets of the country, particularly In 
Pacific coast cities, according to the 
I Biological Survey" of the United 
Slates Department of Agriculture. A 
'recent report from Spokane, Wash., 
was to the effect that 33 Alaskan rein- 
deer would be placed on sale on a cer- 
tain day at a public meat market. Tho 
carcasses were shipped whole, with 
tho hides on, and frozen solid, and It 
was stated that to preserve the juices 
;and flavor, the meat would be cut up 
iand sold without thawing. These 
parlicnlur carcasses were part of a 
shipment from St. Lawrence Island, 
I In tho Bering Sea, made as an expori- 
jment of the Bureau of Education. The 
I BloloKlcal Survey states that at the 
close of the transportation season on 
the Boring Sea coast in October, over 
I.'IOO reindeer carcasses were shipped 
from Alaska to the United States. Of 
;tIiiH number, 1,000 were shlpp-id by a 
siiigU' crmpany. 

Reindeer meat Is flne-grained. con- 
tains a good palatable fat, and la not 
"gamy" In flavor when properly pro- 
duced and handled, but compares fav- 
orably with beef. The liver Is net 
unlike calves' liver and, as It Is of 
large size, makes an Important Item 
of food. The tongue and heart are 
both of good fla-vor and quality. 

Does are not slaughtered, A cei- 
tain number of bucks are set aside 
for breeding purposes, and the lost 
arc ralspc' as steers, to be butchered 
when about 3 years old. The dress- 
ed weight of n 3-year-old steer aver- 
ages about 150 pounds. By cross- 
breeding with caribou and following 
a process of selection and grading -jp 
of stock In the herds the weight will 
eventually he much Increased. At the 
present time, a little more than 30 
years after the first importation of 
reindeer into Alaska from eastern Si- 
beria, the number of living reindeer 
in Ala.ska is estimated to bo about 
250,000. In addition half as many or 
more have been slaughtered tor feed 
and clothing. Begun as an experi- 
ment, reindeer grazing In Alaska has 
amply proved Its practicability and 
demonstrated its Importance as one 
of the great future industries of the 
Territory.

FOR BIGGEST YIELD OF OATS 

EARLY SEEDINGJS ADVISED 

Early seeding of oats Is the first es- 
Bontlal, says tho United States depart- 
ment of agrlcidturo, for maximum 
yields. In most sections onts should 
be sown as early as It is possible to 
get on the land to prepare a seed I)cd. 
This crop develops best In cool weath- 
er and Crerpiontly is injured by a few 
liot days during the ripening period. 
For this reason early seeding is prac- 
tically always advisable. 

Tho date of seeding largely depends 
on tho locality and the season. In tlio 
corn belt the best time usually is dur- 
ing the latter part of March or early 
April. In the more northern oat sec- 
tions seeding usually Is not possible 
until late April. In backward and un- 
favorable seasons the seeding may 
have to be delayed until early May. 

Where oats follow corn, potatoes, 
or other cultivated crops, the land 
should be disked and harrowed suffi- 
ciently to make a loose, friablo seed 
bed about 3 inches deep. Spring plow- 
ing usually results In a less satisfac- 
tory seed bed, as there is not sufll- 
clont time for the soil to become well 
settled before seeding. Further, 
spring plowing Is more expensive, and 
thus adds to the cost of production.

BUY BABY CHICKS WITH 

CARE, DEPARTMENT ADVISES 
Practical poultry raisers and farm- 
ers are relying upon the large hatch- 
eries more and more each year as a 
source of supply for their new crop 
of chicks. In other words, each year 
sees fewer and fewer chicks hatched 
under hens, and tho mamoth hatch- 
eries are talcing tlie place, to a cer- 
tain extent, of the smaller incubators 
which are commonly operated on 
farms. It Is because of the fact that 
farmers aro buying baby chicks from 
the large commercial hatcheries that 
officials of tho United States depart- 
n\ent of agriculture feel the necessity 
of urging them to exercise great care 
In deciding upon where to buy this 
year's supply of chicks. 

Tho question of supreme Importance 
to a purchaser of baby chicks Is the 
source of supply of eggs for the hatch- 
eries. Many of the hatcheries liave 
their business well organized and are 
able to guarantee the quality of the 
chicks. Some of the hatcheries, how- 
ever, are not so particular where they 
purchase the eggs they use and are 
not able to guarantee high-quality 
chicks. 

Especially where the chicks are to 
be used for layers and for developing 
the flock, tho purchaser should insist 
upon a satisfactory statement from 
the hatchery as to the quality of eggs 
used. Only pure-bred chicks should be 
purchased. He should satisfy him- 
self that the eggs were from a Ilock 
of good standard quality with trap- 
nest records and that the flock was In 
good breeding condition. Purchase 
baby chicks with great cars, says the 
department. It is better to pay a few ; ;[j 
cents more for good quality chicks 
that can be guaranteed.

Good Roads 



The state department of public works that has the good roads 
as one of Its dlvlBlons presented to the Senate the one hundred 
• illMon dollar bill for a system of hard roads, specifying the towns 
to be connected. 

Senators and representatives and delegates from many local* 
Itles had been before Governor Small and the road department 
asking that certain roads be put Into the bill and promising the 
political support of their communities If these roads were included. 
Delegates from Lake County, headed by little Bilile Smith had 
been received by the Governor and certain roads asked for. The 
Governor knew, however, that little Billy was already hog-tled by 
his 87,000 Job on the Commerce Commission and the "emoluments" 
for the change of front of the Smith brothers' SUN, and so Lake 
county got but a patch of road here and there, and McHcnry and 
Boone were also a good bit short. 

When this bill came to the Senate It did not take Senator 
Swift long to sec the dirty deal that little Blllie had put over on the 
, county and he Jumped Into the ring to add the mileage really due 
^the Sth Senatorial District. 

His first amendment was for a road from Zlon City west across 
the north end of Lake county to Antioch, thence west to Richmond, 
Hebron, Aiden, Harvard across the north end of McHenry county 
and thence west to Capron, Poplar Grove, Caledonia across the 
north end of Boone county to connect with the hard road to Rock- 
ford, Beiolt and Janesvllle, a total of nearly 80 miles — and the 
southern senators began to squirm and the Governor's leaders to 
explain that no more mileage would be allowed. Senator Swift 
showed that Lake county alone paid nearly SIOO.OOO a year in auto 
license fees and counties In the south down as low as $2,600 a 
year, and that the roads of the eighth district carried thousands

Arcady farms, who are producing cer-

Guernsey cattle In their herd. Since 
tliou the insistent demand for richer 
-milk, with more cream in the bottle, ' 
has caused them to increase tho pro- 
portion of Guernseys to one-third, and 
even then are getting culls for richer 
milk from their customers. Several 
very good milk routes In Lake county 
;are supplied entirely witli Guernsey 
milk. Prof. Uliode of the University 
of Illinois estimates that there are 
not over 1,200 registered Guernsey 
cattle in Illinois. Of this number 
Xakc county no doubt leads the list 
of counties having the largest num- 
ber of purebrods. 

The association hopes to make the 
April 7th meeting a real one, so If you

INCREASE MILK OUTPUT 

BY USING BETTER STOCK 

An Increase of over 1,800,000 gal- 
lons In the annual milk production of 
New Castle County, Del., without In- 
creasing the number of dairy cows 
owned has followed five years' dairy 
Improvement work, In which tlie coun- 
ty agent, progressive dairy farmers, 
and agricultural organizations coop- 
erated. Thia county Is located near 
a large city, affording a good market 
for whole milk, and dairying Is an 
Important farm Idustry, 

When extension work In dairying 
was begun In New Castle County, 
many farmers were in tho habit of 
buying a medium typo of grade cow 
without a guaranty of health. Fol- 
lowing a county meeting of dairymen 
in 1918, four carloads of purebreds 
cows from herds under Federal su- 
pervision for tuberculosis control 
were brought In and distributed as 
far as possible at the rato of one to a 



farm, so Umt as many farmers as pos- 
sible might learn for themselves 
whether or not the Investment paid. 
The boys and girls on the farms be- 
came Interested, were organized Into 
a club, and a purebred calf secured 
by each member. New clubs have 
been organized each year following, 
and exhibits of club members' stock 
are a feature of district sliows anil 
tho state fair. 

Club members have produced about 
one fifth of the present holdlnns "f 
purobroil stock In the county. Pure 
bred bulls and cows have been pur- 
chased by many farmers, after tho 
movement was begun, on their own 
initiative. There are now about 900 
purebred dairy cattle In the county, 
while In 1915 there were only 380. A 
carefully worked-out ration is fed. 
Over 4,000 dairy cattle In the county 
are under Federal supervision for tu- 
berculosis control. Four annual con- 
signment sales of surplus stock have 
been hold, the 1923 sale totaling over 
57,000. 



DEVELOPING A SMOOTH-AWNED 
BARLEY BEING UNDERTAKEN 
The farm boy, the hired man, and 
the farmer himself, for that matter, 
will rise to a vote of thanks and give 
three cheers for the scientists of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture when they succeed In develop- 
ing on a commercial scale a variety 
of barley that can bo wallowed In 
with Impunity on a hot summer day 
without wearing a cast-Iron shirt and 
overalls. The saw-edged beards of the 
many varieties of high-yielding bar- 
leys have been instrumental In keep- 
ing down the acreage of barley, and 
only its ability to produce a high acre 
yield In pounds of feed has main- 
tained tho present acreage. 
Attempts by the agronomist In 



charge of tho barley Investigations 
for the department to develop, a 
suiooth-awned variety from the rough- 
awned Manchuria, which Is a popular 
hlgh-yleldinB variety, have resulted In 
considerable progress. Enough seed 
for general distribution Is not yet 
available, however. Specimens of Ibis 
amoDth-awned barley are to be seen 
in the office of cereal Investigations 
of tho department. These awns are 
no smooth that they may be pulled 
apio':B tlio face in rlUier direction 
without nay rou>?linuiiS being appar- 
en:, c::co;jt Lt tiic t-;;). . 

In these investigations it was found 
unwise to eliminated the awns en- 
tirely because they serve a definite 
■purpose. When they are removed 
• from the growing head by clipping, 
the ash Is deposited In the rachis, or 
1 small stem to which the kernel Is at- 
ttacbed, making it more brittle and 
] allowing the grain to shatter easily. 
The owns, It seems, act as a sort of 
j safety valve or storehouse for this 
excess material. It has been found 
'more practicable to develop a variety 
Uvlth a smooth awn than to remove It 
.entirely. 

Smoot-awnd barleys are still In the 
'experimental stage. Several blgh- 
I yielding strains adapted to different 
climatic conditions are ready for In- 
crease to larger plats and field cul- 
ture. Whether they can compete with 
the rough-awned varieties remains to 
be determined.

912,085.24 Paid to Lake County 
Farmers 
Lake county does not need to bo 
■ashamed of results secured In testing 
cattlo for tuberculosis. Dr. GrlnnoU 
lias been on the Job right along, being 
-on tho roads whenever they were at 
all passable. Ever since he started 
work in October, Lake county has 
"topped the market" for number of 
reactors monthly over all illlnols 
counties, and baa taken the lend In 
tho number of cattlo tested in north- 
ern Illinois. From OcL 9th to March 
8th, a poriad of five months, 4912 cat- 
tle were tested, of which 957 were re- 
actors. Of this number of reactors In- 
demnity money In full for 338 head. 
reprcBcnllng 51 owners, has been re- 
ceived. These 51 men have received 
a total of 512,085.24 from tho United 
States Government and the State of 
Illinois. This amount Is In addition 
to what those men received as sal- 
vage for their reactors at the stock- 
yards. This salvage money probably 
amounted to 57,000 or more. The 
state and federal money to be received 
. depends, of course, upon the condi- 
tion of the animals, the numbfi:' of 
grades and purebred, etc., hut It Is a 
close estimate that these 957 head cf 
reactors will bring their owners 
somewhat more than 533.0OO, besides 
their value as salvage. The county 
board of supervisors are spending 
$4,000 a year on this proposition, ai'd 
it is doubtful that any money th y 
appropriate brings back more thnn 
this does to the farmers of the coun- 
ty. 

Dr. GrlnnoU has quite a few on his 
waiting list and as tho reteat work 
will start In April, those wanllng to 
get a lest this spring should make 
arrangements as soon as possible Ite- 
membcr that this Is the real opp» r 
.tunlty of stopping disease In yuui 
herd. That you got federal help In 
the cleanup work and tliat no Ur.'ry 
farmer can afford to allow tu.'iorcu- 
losls to get a start in his cows, hi'gs 
or chickens and most of all in his 
children. Needless to say the Ifi'-r 
reason Is by far the most Impoitanl. 
Deerfield township hos made ahn \l 
a clean sweep of tuberculosis In the 
herds tested, there. Will Deerfield 
have the honor of being the first 
township in tho dairy district of 
Northern llllnola to bo entirely free 
of T. n.1 Just a llttlu more coopera- 
tion there will get this record. Let's 
go. 



Have You Tested Your Seed Corn?

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"Dr." H. Spencer Drown, somo- 
times a resident of Antloch, myaterl- 
oua figure In various phaaes of Chi* 
cago night life, and his partner, Frank 
Miller, were found guilty last week 
of having received stolon property I" 
connection with the 51,000,000 bund 
looting of the Werner Brothers* ware- 
house. 

A jury doliheraled two hours and 
returned a sealed verdict to Judge 
Marcus Kavanagh. 

The flrst ballot on Brown's fate wna 
11 to 1. The second was unanimous. 

The penalty Is from ono to ten 
years' Imprisonmont, but sentence will 
not be pronounced pending hearing 
of a motion for new trial. 

But Brown's Immediate future Is 
oven more complicated than that. As 
he walked from the courtroom a man 
slipped him a package which he hur- 
riedly thrust Into his coat. 

He entered the elevator unmoleato'l 
and was allowed to cross into the City 
Hall on the flrst floor when Deputy 
U. S. marshals arrested him on a fed 
oral bench warrant, charging him 
with having received stolen property 
In connection with the $500,000 Union 
StalToh mail robbery. He was ac- 
cused of violating five sectlona ot the 
U. S. criminal code. Hearing them 
read, he smiled and said: 

"Well, I'm glad they don't mention 
any murders, anyway." 

Ho was taken to the detective bu- 
reau, where he Is held pending hia at- 
temps to obtain $25,000 bonds. 

There he was searched to deter- 
mine the character of the mysterious 
package. It proved to he a pint of 
liquor. 

lu addition to that federal charge, 
Brown is at liberty on $10,000 bonds 
on charges of having altered $0,200 
worth of war saving stamps, ao that 
the place of Issuance could not he de- 
termined. Ho was arrested on that 
charge as ho loft a municipal co'trt 
room December 22. 

Eight men were indicted In connec- 
tion with the Werner bond theft, 
which occurred 00 Oct 15, when 
cracksmen with an acotylcno torch 
burned through a heavy Btoel door 
and rifled thirty-flvo safely deposit 
boxes. 

Julian C. Ryor, an attorney, -was 
arrested when, as a teat, he sold a 
bond to the Continental tc Commer- 
cial National bank. Ho aaid he got 
the bonds from Thor Waasburg, 1038 
Buena avenue, who said that ho and 
Howard Blackford and Frederick 
1 Frain, brokers, had received the bonds 
from Herbert Hanna, another broker. 
Hanna said Dr. Brown gave him $24,- 
'500 worth of the bonds to dispose of. 
Brown and Miller also were in- 
dicted charged with conspiracy to 
murder following charges of violence 
by McGill and Hanna. All defendants 
hut the two were grunted severances 
on the motion of the prosecutors, and 
they tesllflnd against the "master 
mind" and his accomplice. About $1G,- 
OOU In bonds have been recovered so 
far.
